REGISTERED MAIL UNSAFE.

GOVEMVJIEXT WON'T FAY
IS CASE OF IMH8.

Ma Falllna Off tn the Itttthican Vue
te TMh Fact In Aenitv All Other
Cettntrlen the Sender Is Jtccetn-vetiHfdIntercntl- na

One hundred and live registered letters
were destroyed by the burning of a mail- -

car at Newport, Tenn , the ether day.
Undoubtedly nearly all of them contained
sums of money. Te insure their safety
the senders paid te the Government eight
cents en each letter, besides the postage.
Nevertheless, they will get net eno cent
of compensation for their less.

Ne wonder that the registry business of
the PostefQco Department Is stcrdlly di-

minishing. The people are losing confi-

dence 'in the system as a means of insur-

ance. Though the fee has been reduced
from ten te eight cents, the number of
letters and parcels registered during the
last fiscal year was, according to The
New Yerk World, less than 11,000,000

Four years age the number exceeded 15,

000,000 annually. What is wanted is
safety, and the system does net give it.

When a mailcur or PostefQco is robbed
it is always the registered matter, adver-

tised en its face as valuable, that is taken.
In 1860 the Postmaster General of the
United States advocated the abandonment
of registration, en the ground that it was

"fruitful only of danger te what It was
designcd te protect."

The remedy is very simple. The Gov-

ernment ought te crant compensation for
registered letters lest or destroyed.

Nearly all foreign countries give such
insurance. In Great Britain, for. exam-

ple, the registration fee is only four cents,

and if the letter is net safely delivered te
the addressee an indemnity of $10 is paid

te the loser. A graduated scries of fees
is se.arrangcd that the sender of a parcel

can insure it up te $250, this maximum
guarantee requiring the payment, of twenty-t-

wo cents. Tbe parcel must be marked

with its value.

It is stated in the postal regulations of
the United Kingdom, rather quaintly,
that payment of such insurance will be

made by the Postmaster General "net in
conscquence of legal reliability, but vol-

untarily and as an act of grace."
Registration of menoy or jewelry is

oempulsory; such articles are net per-

mitted te be sent in the ordinary malls.

At the same tlme parcels addressed te
foreign parts cannot be registered, though

for India' they may be insured. The

British Government pays up te $10 for

the value of nny ordinary unregistered
package that is lest in its mail service.

This applies only in the United Kingdom,

and it does net govern at nil if the parcel

On the
ether hand no idemnity is paid even for
registered mail matter by tbe United
8tatcs, Brazil, Belivia, Paraguay, Uru-

guay, Chili, British India, Japan and
Conge. These are the only exceptions to
the general rule. The Third Assistant
Postmaster General of the United States
in bis last two annual reports has recom-

mended te Congress the granting of an
indemnity en registered letters and pack-

ages net te exceed $10. This is sure te
be done sooner or later.

Turning te regulations of the In-

ternational Postal Union, eno finds that
the serfder of a registered letter pack-ag- e

te a foreign country is.entitlcd te $10

in case of less, unless the latter has
been occasioned by "force majeure"
meaning war. This Indemnity must be
paid by the Government that dispatches

package. Hewover, that Govern-

ment may recover the amount from the
Government in whose territory tbe less
was incurred.

The adoption Uncle Sam of an in-

demnity limited te $10 would increase
the confidence of the public at very little
cost. During the last fiscal year CM

pieces of registered matter were lest. Sup-

posing the maximum payment to be
granted in each instance, the entire

of such insurance would be $G,540

for the twelvemonth. This is a trifle
compared with the money gained that
would accrue te the Government from

the increase in registry business that
would fellow the acceptance of the in-

demnity plan. Tbe latter would take
from the ordinary malls a vast number of
money letters and would make the trans-

mission of such letters much mere safe.

The registry- - system practically pre-

vents dishonesty en the part of postal
empleyes. Every person who handles
n registered letter or package must give a

receipt for it. If it fi lest, the Postefflce

Department can put Its hand, se te speak,

en the spot where it disappeared. It can

go right te the individual who had it
when It vunished, and can held him re-

sponsible. If it is a of theft it is

known exactly at what point search

ought te begin, and the missing letter is

ery apt te be recevored.

It is considered most desirable that
valuable packages should be taken out

of the ordinary mails, where their pres-

ence is a constant temptation te postal

empleyes. Thefts them involve heavy

expenses for defective work, trials, etc.

Thousands people make a regular
practice of sending money in fhe ordi-

nary because they believe that the
chances of less are increased by registra-

tion.

ered and restored to the owners. Allow-

ance being made for the balance of cases
awaiting investigation, the number of
actual losses is estimated at 654. This
was only about half the number of pieces-les- t

during the previous year, represent-
ing the less of only one piece in every
23,061 pieces handled. Special Improve-

ments have been introduced recently in
the registry system, making the latter
mere safe.

The United States Government uses the.
registry system te a large extent, sending
2,000,000 packages and letters in this way

annually, containing 1100,000,000 in
bends, currency and revenue stamps.
